It is believed that the midshipmen 
took Mrs. Bowyer to the bathing shore 
used by the naval academy people and 


_@ttempted to teach her to swim, and, 


that she getting beyond her depth, al} 
ee were drowned. All efforts to 
ver-the bodies had been fruitiess 
up to a late hour tonight. 
"Mrs. Bowyer and the two midship- 
mén missed the regular launch that 
goes to the bathing beach across the 
river from the naval academy, and 
took a half-rater sailboat instead. 
There they donned bathing suits and 
again taking to their boat, went to a 
beach nearer the mouth of the river, 
but within sight of the naval academy.

Announcement was made yesterday 
in New York that a contract had been 
closed by (Which Albert Weis, head of 
the A can Theatrical Exchange. 
leases the Grand theater jn Atlanta 
and the Grand theater in Macon from 
the DeGive -family, which has been a 
dominant figure in the Atlanta theatri- 
cal world for over forty years: 

By this lease the DeGives practically 
quit ‘active participation in the theatri- 
cal business, although they, still have 
an interest in the Lyric _and the Bijou. 
}and jin the lease of the Forsyth. 

Heaury DeGive Closes Deal. 

The deal has just been closed in New 
York, where Henry DeGive has been 
busfly engdged for over a week in 
looking over the situation and making 
the necessary arrangements. 

The DeGive interest in theatrical 
matters has extended over a long term 
of years. The late Laurent DeGive 
was the pioneer in this field in At- 
lanta. He built the old Columbia, now 
the Bijou, shorfly after the civil war, 
and in the nineties built the Grand. 
For many years he had a practical 
theatrical monopoly in this city. 

His son, Henry DeGive, has been man- 
ager of the Bijou; another son, Jules 
DeGive, connected with the manage- 
ment of the Grand, and EB. M. Horine. 
his son-in-law, treasurer of the Grand. 

The retirement of the Messrs. DeGive 
from the management of, the Grand 
here and in Meocon, comés in the na- 
ture of a'great surprise, right on the 
eve of the actual victory of the “open 
door” movement. The same message 
that brought the information that the 
standard theater of Atlanta and of 
Macon had been leased to Albert Wels. 
the head of the American Theatrical 
Exchange, closely identified with the 
Association of Southern Theater Man- 
agers, brought the news that another 
group of hold-out managers had be- 
come indentified with the “open door’ 
movement. 


Heads American Exchange. 


Albert Weis, who has leased the At- 
lanta and Macon theaters, is a part- 
ner of Henry Greenwald, who owns 
several theaters in New Orleans. Mv. 
Weis has for a number of years con- 
ducted the American Theatrical Ex- 
change booking theaters in lower Lou- 
isnana and all of Texas. He is a mem- 
ber of the Association of Southern 
Theater Managers, being one of its di- 
rectors. When the association wanted 
to declare for the “open door’ at the 
commencement of last season Mr. Weis 
argued against the move, and as a 
last resort sent an able representative 
to a meeting of the association, held 
here, to try to prevent such an action. 
He won. But at that time Jake Wells, 
the president, predicted that the open 
door would come as sure as fate, and 
the young southerner has won every 
point. 

The retirement of the Messrs. DeGive 
from the Grand does not mean that they 
are out of the show business, for thev 
continue to hold their one-third interest 
in the Lyric and the Bijou, and an 
interest in the Wells holding in the 
vaudeville franchise operating the For- 
syth. It is understood tha tthe lease 
on the Grand here is for a pertod of 
ten years, at a very handsome rate of 
rent. , 


Plays Independent Shows,

33 MEN CRAWL 
DOWN A LADDER 


Count Zeppelin's Great Deulsch- 
land Is Wrecked ina 
Furious Gale, 


CRAFT MASS OF WRECKAGE 


der—-The Deutschland Start- 
Three Passengers, but En- 


countered a Storm. 


Dusseldorf, Germany, June 28.— 
Count Zeppelin’s passenger airship, 
Deutschland, the highest developed of 
all the aeronauts’ models, lies tonight 
on the top of the Teutobourgian forest, 
pierced with pine tree stems, a mass of 
deflated silk and twisted aluminum. 
The thirty-three passengers aboard, 
after a wild contest with the storm, 
escaped uninjured, climbing down a 
rope ladder from the wreck on the 
pine tops. > 

Herr Colesmann, general manager of 
the new airship company; Chief En- 
gineer Durr, of the Zeppelin company, 
and Captain Kannenberg, who person- 
ally had charge of the crew of ten, 
and twenty newspaper men sailed from 
Dusseldorf at 8:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing for a three hotrs’ excursion, The 
objective point was Dortmund, about 
thirty-five miles from Dusseldorf; but 
a high head-wind prevailed, and an ef- 
fort was made to reach Munster, 4 
garrison town, sothat a landing might 
be made on the parade ground. 

It was dangerous to attempt a land- 
ing in an 1 ong fleld, because of the 
storm, as the metal was likely to 
pound to pieces. One of the motors re- 
fused to work, and the other two were 
not powerful enough to make any 
progress in the gale.. The airship drift- 
ed, swaying in the.violent gusts, and 
sometimes leaning to am angle of 40 
degrees, and all the while the engine- 
men were at work repairing the dis- 
abled motor. When this was done, all 
four screws were driven at their full 
power, with which under.fmormal condi- 
tions the ship was capable of attaining 
a speed of 40 miles an hour, But the 
helmsman was unable to keep his 
course, as the great craft was swung 
about at the mercy of the winds. 

Colesmargp did not dare to turn the 
ship around for fear of overturning, 
and he decided to drift im the gale, 
which was now blowing at the rate of 
50 miles an hour toward Osnabruck, 
which is also a garrison station. If 
he missed that, he would continue on 
to Senie. 

Rose to Avoid Whirlwind. 

Suddenly he perceived a whirlwind 
coming, and ascended to a height of 
nearly. 4,000 feet to avoid the worst of 
it. With the whirlwind. came an ava- 
lanche of rain. After half an hour, the 
Deutschtand came déwn to permit of 
observations, and it was seen that the 
Teutobrugian forest lay below. The 
forward motor again stopped, and 
Colesmann sent five of the corespond- 
ents to the aft gondola to balance the 
vessel. ) 

The Deutschiand sank frapidiy, hav 

ing lost much gas in the high altitudes, 
and dragged along the top of the dense 
forest. A. }* avy branch of a tree 
broke throu; . the floor of the cabin 
amidships, tl swing two of the guests 
to the floor. Dther branches ripped 
through the ” compartments, and the 
whole great, eture settled down 30 
or 40 feet fr =the ground. 
“It is not the fault of the Zeppelin 
system,” exclaimed Herr Coiesmann; 
“that is all right. It Is our own fault, 
and our benzine ran out.” 

The airship for which Herr Coles- 
mann'’s company had just paid $137,- 
500, looked like a wreck. The frames 
were broken, but the motors were not 
damaged. The silk was ripped, and 
had fallen in to torm mass on the tops 
of the trees. 

Passengers Escaped by Rope Ladder. 

A rope ladder was swung down, and 
everyone was mustered below, unin- 
jured except for a bruise or two. Two 
natives identified the spot as near to 
Wallendorf, east of Osnabruck. 

Many persons of the countryside 
must have seen the descent, and reports 
of disaster, explosion and death were 
widely spread. A company of infantry 
was sent from Osnabruck and picket- 
efi the wreckage. 

The disaster occurred at 5:30 o'clock 
in the evening. The early part ofthe 
flight was de tful, much like auto- 
\mobiling. without the jarring. The 


ship maintained an altitude of about 
600 feet. :

FOR DAMAGES OF $1,000,000 


New York, June 28.—A big bundle 
of papers purporting to be the com- 
Plaint in a suit fir $1,000,000 damages 
against Theodore Roosevelt, Robert 
Bacon, Amerioan ambassador to 
France; Charles Graves, American min- 
ister to Sweden, and his wife, is in the 
county clerk’s office here awaiting dis- 
position. 

The bundle was thrown into the 
cffice today by Mrs. Ida Von Claussen 
after the clerk’s refusal to file them 
because of irregularities. The at- 
tempted suit is an outgrowth of the 
refusal of Minister Graves to present 
Mrs. Von Claussen at the court of the 
late King Oscar of Sweden in 1907. 


The complaint oegins: 
“T hereby make formal demand of 


the supr2me court of the United States 
tc procure me an honest lawyer to 
plead for justice for me if the United 
States has laws capable to protect me; 
if not then the legislature must be ap- 
pealed to.” 

So far, Mrs. Von Claussen says, she 
has been Junable to find such a lawyer. 
The complaint continues: 

“I therefore file in the supreme 
court this complaint and institute a 
suit for slander, malice and revenge 
to recover $1,000,000. . The gross 
insult ani slander I received in 
Sweden, 2f whizh the world has cog- 
nizanse, is laid directly to the fore- 
going conspirators.” 

Mrs. Von Claussen has figured con- 
eiderably in the newspapers ever since 
her return from s3weden. She says 
King Oscar gave her his photograph 
and invited her to visit him.

COUNCIL AMENDS 
~ AUTO ORDINANCE 


Two important amendments to the 
automobile ordimancée were passed by 
the city council yesterday morning, 
and. only await the signature of the 
mayor to become the law. They are: 


“That it shall be unlawful for any 
person to run an automobile without 
having secured a certificate of profi- 
ciency from the board of automobile 
examiners 

“That it shall be the duty of the 
owner or owners of every automobile 
in the city to register said automobile 
with the clerk of council, who shall 
designate a number for said owner, 
which number- must be attached to 
each automobile owned or operated by 
said owner, and must remain as the 
only number upon said automobile 
until the ownership changes hands.” 

The ordinance further provides that 
the clerk shall keep a record of the 
owners of automobiles, with their ad- 
dresses, and that a fee of $1 will be 
charged for such registration. License 
holders are required to keep these 
certificates with them when running 
an automobile, and to show the same 
eg requested by an officer of the 
city. :

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TO FINISH WORK 


South Side Not Slighted, 
Says S. B, Turman. 


Chairman of County Commis- 
sion Says No Time Has Been 
Lost From Work on South 
Side by Reason of Work Done 
in Any Other Section of City. 


That the board of county commis- 
sioners is anxious to complete the 
work on the south side, of which com- 
plaint has been made, that the delays 
have been unavoidable, and that no 
time has been lost from the work done 
there by reason of work done in any 


other section of the city, is the decla- 


ration of S. B. Turman, chairman of 
the board of county commissioners, 
when asked by The Constitution for an 
interview in answer to certain criti- 
cisms of the work done on Washington 
street and Capitol avenue. 

Chairman Turman points out that 
everything possible has been done to 
complete this work in a manner satis- 
factory to the taxpayer and in ac- 
cordance with economy. He gives cer- 
tain reasons why there has been delay, 
causes over which the county commis- 
sion had no control, and declares the 
county commission is simply trying to 
give what they conceive to be @ 
“square deal” to all sections. 

Chairman Turman Talks. 


“Yes, I regret to say that there has 
been some delay in getting the work 
accomplished, which the board out- 
lined a year ago,” he said. “It is not 
a theory, but an actual condition which 
confronts the board. A good many ob- 
stacles arise to prevent the ready 
completion of street work. The 
board has always had this experience 
in working in the city limits. The 
board has not sought to lay the blame 
for this delay on any particular. offi- 
cial, nor the street car company. Cer- 
tain things usually have to be done 
in order that the job may be satisfac- 
tory to the public, and handled eco- 
nomically to the taxpayers. The same 
delays are experienced all around the 
city, and always will’ be where there 
is the question of sewer, gas, water 
mains, street car tracks, etc,, to con- 
tend with. 

“The board has been just as anxious 
to complete the pavement on Washing- 
ton street and Capitol avenue as any of 
the citizens could be. We have been 
handling to the best advantage several 
jobs in the second and third wards. 
There is just as much delay in doing 
the work on the north side as there is 
on the south side. No time has been 
lost from this work by reason of any 
other work done in any other section. 

“The board did not promise, nor rea- 
sonably hope to complete the Washing- 
ton street paving until this summer. 


Causes of Delay. 


“Since the board passed up this por- 
tion of Washington street to be paved 
with bitulithic (free to property own- 
ers), the city granted a franchise to 
the street car company to lay double 
tracks, and last fall among the list of 
sewers which were to be laid with the 
proceeds from the sale of bonds was a 
supplementary trunk sewer on Wash- 
ington street, from a point about Geor- 
gia avenue to Bass street. The county 
board cowld have laid the bitulithic 
without waiting for the double track, 
or the trunk sewer, or the connections 
to be made by different property own- 
ers dlong the street, who had not al- 
ready made sewer, water and gas con- 
nections, but this plan would have in- 
volved a waste of money, as the pave- 
ment would have necessarily been torn 
up In a few months, thus depriving 
the citizens of a smooth pavement 
which they desired. 

“The board assumes the street car 
company will lay its double track as 
soon as possible. There may have been 
obstacles in their way, one of which is 
probably sewer to be built from Geor- 
gia avenue to Bass street. 

“The city notified all property own- 
érs to make their connections in the 
street, so that this new pavement 
would not have to be torn up after it 
was put down. Parties making these 
connections in the street should have 
replaced the pavement in as good con- 
dition as they found it, even if they 
had expected the county to pave the 
street in ten days or two weeks. There 
could be no excuse for leaving these 
big holes in a street, which is in con- 
stant use every hour in the day. 


Pashing the Work. 


“We are pushing the work faster 
than can be done to advantage now, 
for on Capitol avenue, where we are 
trying to work, there are still some 
connections being made: a sewer is 
being laid, and the street car company 
is also doing their part of the work. 

“The city alone has the authority 
and jurisdiction over the streets, and 
could have ordered these holes filled 
and the belgian block replaced, but the 
county could not. 

“No part of the work done on the 
north side for the last year and a half 
has interfered in any way with the 
gangs on the sduth side. The Roseland 
camp, which gang is handling Ormond, 
Washington street, Capitol and At- 
lanta avenues, is the only one close 
enough to do this work to advantage. 
Within the last year this gang has 
paved a portion of Cherokee avenue, 
near Atlanta avenue; Atlanta avenue 
along the entire southern boundary of 
Grant park, also South  Boulevaré 
from a point midway of Grant park to 
the West Point Belt Line (in the city), 
and from that point to McDonough 
road. They have graded Cameron 
Street (at the request of the city) 
which lies east of Grant park; graded 
Hill and Ormond streets, and is now 
paving the latter; all this work being 
wards; has 
also done some grading on Atlanta 
avenue. 

“This bitulithic is laid under direc- 
tion of a representative controlling the 
patent, who must be present, and by 
appointment. 


Have Had Rock Crushed. 


“It is impractical to set up a plant 
and do a little paving on a street, 
then stop a week or two, later start 
again. While waiting for the connec- 
tions of the sewer and double track on 
Washington we have had the rock 
crushed. If Washington street was 
ready to receive this pavement, :t 
would take but a short time now ta 
complete it. 

“Peachtree street, from Fifteenth to 
Brookwood, seems to be quite as bad 
as Washington or Capitol avenue. 
where we are attempting to work; the 
north side gang is also waiting on th> 
laying of some mains and the making 
of connections, and the setting of the 
curbing by the city on Peachtree 
street. 

“There Was just as much delay after 
Fourteent was torn up between 
Peachtreeitand Piedmont Park, and be- 
fore paving was finally laid, as there 
has been on Washington or Capitol 
avenue. The question of the north and 
nothing to do with 
these delays. There are portions of 
Spring street. Piedmont avenue, Jack- 
s0n and North Boulevard and others 
which seem to be needing attention as 
much as some of the south side streets. 
We try to fairly @ivide the work 
among the different sections, with thé 
view of handling it to the best advan- 
tage, and from the standpoint of econ- 
omy. 

“Out of the six gangs, three are now 
working south of Decatur and Marit- 
etta streets (four are vor in the 
city limits): one gang on ashing- 
ton, Capitol and Ormond street, an-

The fourth gang is paving 
the Plaster’s bridge road through the 
county property, and the other gang 
is working on Greenwood avenue, neor 
Highland avenue, a thickly settled 
street in front of one of the city 
schools. This latter job being a small 
one, will soon be completed, after 
which it is probable that this gang will 
be put in the city reservoir at the re- 
quest of the city. 
For a “Square Deal.” 


“T think a thorough investigation 
will show that the commissioners are 
not unfair to the south side, but are 
simply trying to give what they con- 
ceive to be a ‘square deal’ to all sec- 
tions. : 

“How anyone can crfiticise the 
board of county commissioners, be- 
cause holes were left in the street 
where connections had been made, is 
beyond comprehension. The county 
could in no way exercise jurisdiction 
over this work, and unquestionably 
the property owners could have had 
the holes filled and the pavement re- 
placed by the parties who made the 
street aonnection immediately upon 
complaint to the proper city officials. 

“We can put the bitulithic on Wash- 
ington street at once, without waiting 
for the sewer to be laid. or the street 
car company to put down its double 
track, if the city council deem it 
proper and the citizens on the street 
prefer it. 

“It ought to be realized that these 
delays are just as annoying and disap- 
pointing to the board members as to 
other citizens. It would have been, in. 
deed a kindness had some views been 
published of the jobs already com- 
pleted on Capitol and Atlanta avenues. 
South Boulevard, Cherokee, Cameron 
and others, and for which some of the 
citizens seem to be thankful.”

FINED $173,000 


For Violating Mississipp1 
Anti-Trust Law. 


Cumberland Telephone and 


Telegraph Company 
Hit --- Penalty of $200 a Day 


From February 24, 1908, to 


Date Imposed by Judge. 


Water Valley, Miss., June 28.—The 
Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company was found guilty of violating 
the state anti-trust law by Judge I. 7. 
Blount, in the chancery court here late 
yesterday, and a fine of $175,000 was 


imposed. 

The case originated in Marshail 
county, where the company was 
charged with entering into a cgntract 
with the Oxford Telephone Company 
for the purpose of shutting off com- 
petition. 

In concluding his 
Blount said: 

“In this case I find that the defend- 
ant has been guilty of a violation of 
our anti-trust statutes. The lightest 
penalty, $200 a day from the day the 
combination became effective, Febru- 
ary 24, 1908, will be inflicted.” 

President Caldwell, of the Cumber- 
laand Telephone and Telegraph Com- 
pany, said: 

To Appeal Case. 

“The case will, of course, be ap- 
pealed to the supreme court, where we 
anticipate no trouble in securing a re- 
versal. 

“This suit was instituted by the 
attorney general of the state, after his 
attention was directed to the matter 
by lawyers who had some personal 
cases against the company. After the 
attorney general investigated the mat- 
ter he stated that he would have the 
suit dismissed if the company would 
pay a reasonable fee to one of the 
lawyers whom he had associated with 
himself in the case. This attorney 
wanted a $10.000 fee, and hence no 
settlement was made.” 

Statement From Sterling. 

J. B. Sterling, who was attcrney 
general of Mississippi at the time th» 
anti-trust suit against the Cumberland 
Telephone and Telegraph Company was 
instituted, but who retired from office 
several weeks ago, said today: 

“President Caldwell’s statement that 
a $10,000 fee was demanded for thea 
dismissal of the case is incorrect.

Urged Wright te Run. 


There is a story going the rounds 
of the capitol, however, that just be- 
fore he made up his mind to enter the 


race Judge Hart had a talk with 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright, in 
which he urged that official to get into 
the ‘race. 

It is said Judge Hart pointed out to 
him that now was the time for Cap- 
tain Wright to announce; that, in view 
of the possible bitter contest between 
former Governor Hoke Smith and Gov- 
ernor Brown, he ought by all means 
to get into the race, on the “peace” 
basis. 

Captain Wright had already decided, 
however, that he was going to keep 
out of it, so he laughed it off with a 
negative laugh.

The senate passed the Burrell 
bill, providing oath for railroad 
commissioner. 

Passed the bill putting into 
effect the constitutional amend- 
ment providing for pension pay- 
ments to confederate soldiers 
and widows of soldiers who are 
worth less than $1,500. The sum 
Of $200,000 is made available 
for 1911 for this purpose. 

Defeated the Womble bill, to 
Mmit hours of labor in woolen 
and cotton mills. 

Reconsidered the bill exempt- 
ing two-thirds of laborers’ 
wages from garnishment. 

Passed Womble bill limiting 
life mortgage fi. fas. to seven 
years. 

A bill putting solicitors gen- 
eral on a salary was introduced. 

The Fulton county executive 
committee's recommendation of 
an income tax was read. 
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The senate yesterday morning went 
back over part of the ground it had 
eovered the day before, and reconsid- 
ered several votes by which it had 
gaily passed measures on Monday. 
Then it went forward and passed 4 
number of new bills. 

Incidentally several more of the 
measures introduced by Hon. H. H. 
Perry, formerly a senator from the 
thirty-third, were tabled, he not being 
there to look after them personally.

Cenfederate Pensions Bill. 

Mr. Griffith, of the thirty-eighth, 
ealled up the house bill of Mr. Mc- 
Mehon, of Clarke, to put into effect the 
eonstitutional amendment adopted iu 
October, 1908, providing for pension 
payments of $60 a year to all confed- 
erate veterans and widows of soldiers 
who are worth not more than $1,500. 

Mr. Burwell suggested that the bill 
should be tabled-until section 4 could 
be perfected. It was set forth that a 
parole or honorable discharge of a 
soldier should furnish sufficient evi. 
dence of service. The law now re- 
quires the evidence of two witnesses 
who were comrades of the applicant 
for pension.

its phraseology was open to criticism. 
He said the effect of the bill would be 
to frighten away c@pital: that the 
present child labor law in this state 
was very good, and accomplishing 
splendid results. He suggested that 
if this bill were passed reducing the 
working day from 11 to 10 hours that 
the next move would be to reduce it 
to 9, and then to 8, and after that the 
legislature would deal with minutes 
Instead of hours.

Committee on Appro- 


priation Makes a Fav- 
orable Report. 


Three house bills, making appropria- 
tions of $95,000 to educational] institu- 
tions of the state, received favorable 
consideration at the hands of the com- 
mittee on appropriations yesterday af- 
ternoon and will be recommended for 
passage in the report which the com- 
mittee will submit ‘to the house to- 
day. 

One of the bills was that introduced 
by Mr. Vinson, of Baldwin, which 


provides that.the sum of $35,000 shall 
be appropriated to the Georgia Normal] 
and Industrial] College, at Milledgeville, 
for the purpose of erecting a new 
school building to ‘be used as class 
rooms for the students. 

Professor M. M. Parks, 
and Mr. Davis, of Burke, 
favor of the bill. 

Mr. Vinson, the author of the meas- 
ure, made qa gtrong speech in its favor. 
He declared that it makes no differ- 
ence how rich the state may be in 
its resources, that in its last analysis 
their complete and proper development 
depends upon the influence exerted by 
the womanhood of the state and that 
this influence can be most successfully 
exerteq by educated womanhood. 

The bil providing that $35,000 shall 
be appropriated to the Georgia School 
of Technology for the purpose of erect- 
ing an academic building was also rec- 
ommended for passage. Speeches in its 
favor were made by President K. G. 
Matheson and several others. The bill 
was introduced by Messrs. McElreath, 
Alexander and Brown, of Fulton. 

The third bill recommended for pas- 
sage by the committee was the bill by 
Mr. McMahan, of Clarke, whieh pro- 
vides that the sum of $25,000 shall be 
appropriated for the purpose of erect- 
ing a new school building for the State 
Normal school at Athens. President 
Branson and others spoke in favor of 
the bill. 

The committee has several other bills 
making appropriations to the state 
sanitarium at Milledgeville. amounting 
to about $156,000, which will be con- 
sidered at another meeting to be held 
next Thursday afternoon. These bills 
were introduced in the house by Mr. 
Vinson, of Baldwin.

Weapon Must Be Carried in 
Plain Viéw of the Public--The 
House Passes Bill of White 
and Fullbright Which Em- 
bodies These Provisions. 


By the vote of 100 to 25 the house of 
representatives yesterday morning 
passed the bill by Messrs. White, of 
Screven, and Fullbright, of Burke, re- 
quiring that any person carrying a pis- 
tol or revolver shall procure a’ license 
from the ordinary, make bond in the 
sum of $100 for its proper and legiti- 
mate use and shall carry the weapon 
in plain view of the public. 

The bill was taken by the house as 
a substitute for the bill providing that 
the carrying of g@ concealed weapon 
shall be made a felony without the op- 
tion of a fine. The bill passed Tues- 
day morning does not change the 
present penalty of fine or imprison- 
ment. 


Must Produce License. 

The authors of the bill declared that 
its object is to prevent the carrying 
of weapons by all persons not legally 
authorized to do go. It ig not expected 
that many persons will secure the 
licenses provideg for and it will there- 
by make convictions easier.

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A SQUARE DEAL FUR GEORGIA BOYS. 


The Georgia School of Technology, charged with the mission 
of training the boys of Georgia for the practical tasks of develop- 
ment, faces a crisis in its career. , 

Unless the general assembly now in session comes to its rescue 
technical education in Georgia will not only mark ‘time—it will be 
compelled to recede from the high standard that, in spite of handi- 
caps innumerable, has given the school a national reputation. 

That is the substance of a straightforward and logical appeal 
from President K. G. Matheson, published elsewhere in the current 
issue of The Constitution. 

In the past nine years the state of Georgia has appropriated 
for building purposes at the Technological the pitiful sum of 
$10,000. 

Dr. Matheson shows that in a period ranging from ten to four 
years five other southern technological schools in the southern 
states have had appropriated from their respective commonwealths 
for building purposes alone sums ranging from $226,000 to $350,000. 

Besides these evidences of business insight and constructive 
Statesmanship the record of Georgia shows in a light that is both 
niggardly and shortsighted. 

The crying need of the Tech is more class-room facilities. 
President Matheson states that unless these are provided the school 
will be unable to accommodate its average enrollment at the autumn 
opening, not to speak of the natural'expansion that has made each 
year in the Tech’s history more notable than its predecessor. 

In nine years the enrollment, including the splendid adjunct 
of the night school, has nearly doubled, while the institution has 
been compelled to accommodate a phenomenal rate of growth with 
a miserly building appropriation aggregating $10,000. 

With an appropriation less than one-twentieth of its nearest 
competitor, the institution that represents technical education in 
Georgia has been forced to keep pace with the rapid march oi 
progress in this phase of southern development. 

Friends of the institution sought last year to lessen the handi- 
cap by introducing a bill appropriating $35,000 for an academic 
building. | 

The general assembly did not pass upon this measure, though 
the situation was in essential respects as urgent as it is today. 

In the interval, it has been suggested that this sum be used 
to construct the first unit in a shop building, which will release two 
floors of another building with a capacity of fifteen class-rooms, 
enough to meet the needs of the school for several years to come. 

The bill is near the head of the house calendar. In a week or 
two the representatives must pass upon it. Their action will large- 
ly determine whether education in Georgia is to record progress 
or stagnation. ‘ : 

Today members of the general assembly will visit the school 
upon a tour of inspection. If they have not already arrived at 
decision, The Constitution is convinced that this opportunity for 
examination at first hand will show them there is no negative argu- 
ment in a matter that involves the welfare as well as the reputation 
of the state of Georgia. 

Technical education is one of the leading factors underlying 
the present and the future prosperity of the state. It is for the gen- 
eral assembly to determine whether the boys of Georgia are to have 
en equal showing with the ambitious boys of other states!

lf the facts recited by The Chronicle are accurate, and they 
appear pretty plausible, somebody should put a stop, not only to 
further tinkering with.the judicial circuits of the state, but as well 
to the conditions already prevailing. 

And that somebody is the legislature itseli, which will be called 
upon to consider the report of its special committee engaged in 
redistricting the state. 

According to The Chronicle, it is proposed to carve out another 
judicial circuit, using portions of the Augusta circuit, on the plea 
that the courts of the latter are overcrowded. 

If the testimony of The Chronicle is borne out by the facts, far 
from being overcrowded, the judge and solicitor of the circuit are 
actually begging for more work. And they ought to know! 
“There are not 50 per cent more people in Georgia than in South 
Carolina,” argues our contemporary, “yet Georgia has nearly three 
times as many circuit courts, nearly three times as many supreme 
and appellate court judges, and as many city and county judges as 
there are justices of the peace in South Carolina.” 

The Chronicle contends that of this excess of legal machinery 
made for better law enforcement, no one would raise any objection. 
“As a matter of. fact,” says The Chronicle, “the records show that 
Georgia leads the country in the non-enforcement of criminal law.” 

The Constitution agrees with The Chronicle that it is no won- 
der court expenses are an enormous burden upon the people of 
Georgia. What is worse, they appear to be a fruitless burdén. 

Evidence such as this throws a new light on the simplification 
of judicial procedure, already a topic for heated discussion in Geor- 
gia. We have multiplied courts at great expense to the people. 
Still, the crime rate advances and courts are powerless to deal with 
the situation. 

The facts presented so forcefully by The Chronicle are at least 
worth a thoroughgoing investigation at the hands of the legis:

But a farmer man, 
to qualify himself to vote in @ state 
and county election, must register six 
months before the election. It is no 
answer to this discrimination to say 
that the city man must, too, register six 
months before the election for a state 
and county election, because, in the 
first place, he is within a stone’s throw 
of the tax collector's office, and be- 
cause if the city man can be trusted 
tu register up to within ten days and 
vote ‘on municipal affairs, annexing 
country folks, issuing bonds, creating 
debts, electing mayors, etc., why can- 
not a farmer be equally trusted to 
register up to within thirty days of 7” 
election for state and county officers: 

They have put it up to the farmers. 

The Atlanta Constitution of Sunday, 
in a news story, says that ex-Governor 
Smith “believes that whatever objec- 
tion there may have been to the pres- 
ent registration law will be eliminated 
by making registration automatic 
where a voter has once qualified for 
registration under the present pfo- 
visions in the law. His plan will be to 
so amend the law that when. a voter 
registers the registrars will thereafter 
continue him on the registration list 
unless he dies or becomes @ defaulter, 
thus relieving him of the necessity of 
making an annual trip to the registra- 
tion office for the purpose of taking 
the oath and proving that he is eligible 
to vote.” 

This is important if true. The new 
registration law is cumbersome and 
oppressive, and this amendment would 
improve it considerably, but it would 
not be as satisfactory as to keep the 
books open up to within thirty days of 
the election, or primary. 

Smith’s plan is a very large conces- 
sion to the critics of the law, and it. 
surprises us the more because his pres- 
ent candidacy for governor is very 
largely predicated upon an alleged re- 
vulsion against any criticism of the 
law as it now stands—that the law is 
excellent, in fact perfect, and no one 
dare lay profane hands on it. To pro- 
tect and perpetuate the law in the in- 
tegrity of its present form and shape 
and force is the prime object of a per- 
sonal sacrifice in consenting against 
his desires to be governor again! Or, 
at least. that was what the trumpets 
proclaimed—what “the man _  said’’— 
when the sacrificial act of consenting 
was performed.

At the last session, a bill was intro- 
duced appropriating $85,000 for an 
academic building. 

Consideration of the Dill 
poned until the present session of the 


legislature, and in the meantime a 
substitute has been offered for the 
first unit of a shop building instead of 
an academic building, said unit to cost 
$35,000. 

The Georgia legislature has appro- 
priated for building purposes at Tech 
in the last nine years only $10,000, yet 
during that time our enrollment, in- 
cluding night school, has nearly 
doubled, and in every way the effi- 
ciency of the institution has been re- 
markably increased. We directly com-, 
pete in engineering education in the 
south with the following institutions: 
A. & M. college, of Raleigh; Clemson 
eollege, of South Carolina; Alabama 
Polytechnic institute, Auburn, Ala.; A. 
& M. college of Mississippi, and Vir- 
ginia Polytechnic Institute, Blacks- 
burg, Va. 

Recently I wrote the. presidents of 
each of these institutions, asking them 
to give me the amount appropriated by 
the legislature in each of their respec- 
tive states for building purposes in the 
last nine years, with the following re- 
plies:

We are facing a most scrious condi. 
tion for next session. By special effort 
we are holding our students better 
than ever before, giving us the largest 
rising sentfor, junior and sophomore 
classes in our history. The prospects 
for new enrollment in September are 
the best we have ever had, but should 
we enroll only an average number in = 
the freshman and apprentice classes, 
we shall not be able to provide for the 
actual attendance, to say nothing of 
expansion. The department of archi- 
tecture will have no home unless we. 
rent a small one-story cabin on Cherry 
Street for its accommodation. Four 
other classes have had no provision 
made for class-room facilities, and we 
have reached the point where we must 
either provide for our enrollment or re- 
duce our work. We do not believe the 
people of Georgia wish this latter con. 
tingency. 

Though we have led in enrollment in 
Georgia for some years past, we have 
had by far the smallest appropriation 
for building purposes of any of. the 
other white state colleges, and, while 
we congratulate said colleges on their 
better fortune, .we are now naturally 
concerned about having Tech properly 
provided for. 

Should we secure. the appropriation 
of $35,000 asked for from the present 
legislature, we will erect the first unit 
of a permanent shop building, of which 
the sch6ol stands in vital need. By the 
erection of this building we will not 
only provide for the immediate wants 
of the shop department, but at least 
two floors of another building will be 
released for academic purposes; ‘pro- 
viding at least fifteen new class rooms, 
which will amply accommodate the 
school for several years to come. Our 
bill is near the head of the calendar, 
and either we shall secure the appro- 
priation within the next week or two, 
or it will be lost, 

We appeal to the state for hélp!

Who's this monkeying With the 
judicial ciccuits of Georgia?—and way’ 
The answer to the latter question, of 
course, is—TO CREATE A NEW 
JUDGESHIP. 

Then, here is enother burden about 
to be put upon the people without 
rhyme or reason. And we can preve it. 

For instance, it is alleged by the 
special legislative committee having 
in charge this work of redistricting 
the state, that the Augusta circult, 
now composed of Richmond, Burke, 
McDuffie and Columbia counties, is too 
large; that the court is overworked. 

Both the judge and solicitcr general 
of this circuit, however, say they 
haven't enough to do; that, even as it 
is, they loaf ubout helf the time, and 
really wish they had ¢cnough werk to 
keep them reascrably busy. 

What’s the redistricting 
going to say to this? 

The conimittee has, already, said Mc- 
Duffie an1 Columbia counties must be 
taken out of the Augusta circuit; be- 
cause, forsooth, the judge and svlici- 
tor have too mvch to do. The judge 
and solicitor wovld tell the comm.ittee, 
if given an opportunity to do so, that 
they wouill just as soon have Talia- 
ferro and Warren, or one o* twv other 
counties, 1dded to the circuit—in order 
that they may have enough to do. 

As a matter of fact, the judge cf the 
Augusta circuit holds court only about 
fourteen weeks out of the year, eignt 
in Richmond, two in Burke, two In 
Columbia and t*vo in McDuffie. Hatt 
of these sessions ere held in the spring 
and half in the fall. 

This is the maximum number of 
vreeks: in reality, tre actual time con- 
sumed in holding court is much less. 
It seldom requires more than three or 
‘our days at each session to clean up 
the business in Burke, Columbia and 
McDuffie, and not more than six 
weeks in Richmend, so that the actval 
tiine during which the court sits is, 
probably, rot more than twelve weeks 
out of the fifty-two in a year. 

Now, with these facts before it, 
new can that redistricting committee 
say tre \ugusta circuit is overworked 
and ougiut to te reduced in size? 

Such a thing is not necerrary, and 
it is very nuch against the interests of 
Augusta and of the circuit itself that 
it be done. The counties now’ compos- 


committee 


ing the Augusta circuit are closely al- 
lied, both in a business and social way, 


and we fe2l quite sure tha? every coune 
ty in the cireuit will opposs: the pre- 
posed chinge. 

Right here, let us Sugeest that the 
Chamber of Commerce, the Merchants 
end Manufacturers’ Assoctatioi, the 
Cotton Exchange and the Augusta Har 
Association should lose no time ly pro- 
lesting igcinst ‘his reduction in the 
size of the Augusta circuit. 

And the whole. state of Georgia 
rhould protest against the creation of 
another judictal circuit. Think of it!— 
twenty-six judicial circuits in Georgia 
already, and now they are seckirg to 
establish another. Twenty-six, to say 
nothing of dozens of city and county 
courts, which have taken fully half 
of the work off the superior courts. 

Is it any wonder that we had to in- 
crease the size vf the supreme court— 
end then create a court of appeals, to 
lelp review the cases coming up from 
these Fcores of city, county and su- 
Ferior coirts throughout the state? 

Our ho ghbor estate, South Carolina, 
Munages tO wet aiong with four su- 
Freme court judges, and has mo court 
Ci appeals at cil, Do you know why? 
L-ecause Scuth Carolina has only ten 
judiciai circuits—-while Georgia has 
twenty-six, and is now about to have 
cne more saddled upon her. 

Thea, too, Scuth Carolina manages 
fo get along without any city and 
county courts, while Georgia has—well, 
the Lord knows how many. 

There are not 50 per cent more peo- 
Pie in Georgia than in South Carolina; 
yet Georgia has nearly three times 
as many circuit courts, nearly three 
times as many supreme and a ptllate 
court judzges—and as meny at and 
county court judges as there are jus- 
tices of the peace in South Carolina. 

Is it any wonder that the “court ex- 
penses is an enormous burden on the 
people of Georgia?’ It would pay Geor- 
gia to study the South Carolina sys- 
tem. 

Who can gay that the laws are better 
administered in Georgia than in South 
Carolina? 

As a matter of fact, the records show 
that Georgia leads the country in the 
non-enforcement of criminal law. 

In the face of these indisputable 
facts, can you censider it anything but 
outrageous that there shoujd be an 
«ffort on foot to still further chop up 
the judieial circuits of Gecrgia—and 
ead still another? 

The better part of wisdom would be 
to reduce the present circuits from 
twenty-six to not n.ore than twenty— 
and cut out about two-thirds of the 
city and ccunyy. courts. Then might 
the supreme court and court of appeals 
Le eble to hard down decisions within 
fix months efter the cases reach them 
if, indee1d. we weculd need any court o 
eppeals at ell.

After a lengthy discussion yesterday 
afternoon, the house committee on pub- 
lic property, which has the charges 
under investigation, agreed that Mr. 
Watson would not be called on to pro- 
duce the name of the writer, unless 
that information should be found nec- 
essary for use in prosecuting the in- 
vestigation. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, a member of the 
committee, urged that Mr. Watson be 
summoned at once to furnish the com- 
mittee with the name of the person 
who wrote him the letter making the 
charges against Mr. Barron. He said 
the charges had become public matter 
and that the public, as well as. Mr. Bar- 
ron, were entitled to Know who was 
prosecuting the charges. 

Did Not Demand Name. 

Mr. Ellis, of Bibb, referred to Mr. 
Watson's letter to Chairman Keith, of 
the committee, in which he stated that 
the writer of the letter had submitted 
the charges to him confidentially and 
that he hesitated on that account to 
reveal his identity. Mr. Ellis argued 
that in view of this fact the commit- 
tee should not require Mr. Watson to 
give the name of his informant, un- 
less the information should become 
essential to a thorough investigation 
of the charges. 

The committee took this view of the 
matter and the name of the writer 
will not be sought, at least for the 
present. 

Ask Powers of a Court. 

The committee adopted a resolution 
by Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, request. 
ing the house of representatives to 
clothe it with all the powers of a 
court in conducting the investigation, 
giving ‘it authority to’ summon wit- 
nesses and to employ a stenographer 


and a sergeant-at-arms. 


This resolution will be submitted to 
the house Wednesday. 

The committee declined to follow the 
suggestion of Mr. Watson that the in- 
vestigation be conducted in. private, 
either by the committee or a subcom- 
mittee. 

Name to Be Included. 

A committee was appointed to no- 
tify Mr. Watson that it is ready 
begin the investigation, and request- 
ing him to comply with his agree- 
ment to furnish the names of witnesses. 
The name of the letter writer will be 
included in the list, according to Mr. 
Watson, but he will not be designated 
as such. 

The charges of graft against 
3arron were presented to the house of 
representatives by Mr. Watson 
communication last Friday. He 
closed an unsigned letter which 
been written to him and in which the

charge was made that Mr. Barron had 
misused funds appropriated for making | 


repairs at the state capitol. 

Mr. Watson stated in 
cation that he would furnish the name 
of the writer when the house commit- 
tee took up in the investigation, but 
in a later communication he stated 
that the writer objected, and request- 
ed that he use the information as con- 
fidential and not reveal his identity. 

Letter From Duckworth, 

R. F. Duckworth, a member of the 
national legislative committee of the 
Farmers’ Unton, made public yester- 
day an open letter addressed to Hon. 
Thomas E. Watson, replying to the 
latter’s attack on himself and Presi- 
dent John Lee, of the Georgia division 
of the union. This is the first time an 
officer of the union has replied to Mr. 
Watson by name. The letter produced 
a sensation. 

Mr. Duckworth says Mr. Watson in 
attacking him over the head of J. L. 
Barron, keeper of public buildings and 
grounds of the state, reveals a “grudge 
against me.” He calls on Mr. Watson 
to produce the evidence of graft, or 
stand convicted of being “a common 
liar and scoundrel.” In conclusion, he 
says Mr. Watson’s mind is “poisoned 
And shattered.”

Bill Makes No Distinction

The senate will consider prize fight 
legislation today. A bill introduced 
by Senator Mathews to prohibit ail ex- 
hibits of the manly art in this state 
where a prize or purse is the object 
of the encounter, will be brought up 
for its third reading today, and the 
solons of the upper house will then 
tell their views on the subject of prize 


fighting in general and in Geurgia par- 
\ 


ticular. 

The bill of Senator Mathews has 
been, favorably reported by the gen- 
wral judiciary committee. It is most 
_vastic in its provisions. It makes no 
distinction between scientific sparring 
and finish fights, between lightweights, 
welterweights and heavyweights. All 
prize fighters look alike to Mr. 
Mathews. | 

The bill makes it a misdemeanor to 
engage in. be present at or in any 
way to aid or abet a prize fight. A 
fight is defined to be a contest in which 
violent blows are inflicted by one con- 
testant upon another, with or with- 
out gloves, in connection with which 
any prize is given or any money paid 
from gate receipts or otherwise, to 
contestants. 

Of course, under this bill, gentlemen 
who engage in football contests will 
have to be extremely careful not to 
puminél each other any more than is 
necessary, for fear of subjecting them- 
sel¥es to punishment as for a misde- 
meanor. . 

The early approach of the big mill 
out in Reno, Nev., has attracted to the 
bill more than usual attention.

on Jeffries. 


Reno, Nev., June 28.—Sweeping away 
the last lingering fear of executive in- 
terference with the Jeffries-Johnson 
battle on July 4, Governor Dickerson, 
of Nevada, arrived today and personal- 
ly assured Promoter Tex Rickard that 
there was no possibility of tnterven- 
tion. 

Governor Dickerson said: 

“The Jeffries-Johnson fight positive- 
ly will be held in Reno on the after- 
noon of July 4, with no interference 
trom anyone. Mr. Rickard, as referee 
and promoter, has assured me that the 
fight will be honestly conducted. Be- 
yond this I have no concern with it. I 
have known Mr. Rickard for seven 
years and his word is sufficient for 
me. 

“Bat’’ Nelson Arrives. 

The honors of popular. attention 
among today’s arrivals were shared by 
Governor Dickerson and ‘Battling’ 
Nelson, former champion lightweight. 
“Bat” was the center of an interest- 
ed throng when he went into the ho- 
tel. 

One of the first men he met was 
Tex Rickard, whose career as a pro- 
moter began when he brought the 
Dane and Joe Gans together in Gold- 
field several years ago for the biggest 
purse ever offered in the prize ring 
up to the time Jeffries and Johnson 
were matched. 

Richard was in an unusually cheer- 
ful mood today. He declared that his 
worries were over; that the fight was 
going to be on scheduled time. Dur- 
ing the night he received many mes- 
sages from the coast which assured 
him of a good seat sale and many as- 
surances came from a number of un- 
expected quarters. He made on trip 
out to the arena and on his return ex- 
pressed great satisfaction with the 
progress of the work there. 

Jeffries Disappoints Crowd. 

Jeffries’ early morning work-out of 
yesterday took the enthusiasts by sur- 
prise, so by 11 o’clock this morning 
nearly 400 people had gathered at 
camp. They waited patiently for Jef- 
fries to appear ané get to work. He 
had another trick up his sleeve, how- 
ever, and did not appear. He glanced 
out of the window, saw the crowd 
waiting for him and cheerfully an- 
nounced that he did not propose to 
do any work today. He refused to 
leave his personal quarters until after 
8 o'clock. Then he charged through 
the crowd and went off up the road in 
a cloud of dust. Before his return he 
had covered about 7 miles of Nevada 
roads, taken mostly in short spurts. 

At Jack Johnson’s camp, it was rest 
day in the morning. Johnson wandered 
around the resort with his camp fol- 
lowers, shooting ‘crops’ and keeping 
up a running fire of banter with 
everybody in range.

‘STOCK SPECULATION 


IN NEW MOVEMENT 
Effect of Parallel tion 


in the ts 

New York, June 28.—Paraliel specu- 

lation in stocks and wheat showed evi- 
denee today of a realizing movement 
in the sense of buying stocks to cover 
shorts and profit-taking sales in 
wheat. The hesitatiog developed on 
the reactionary price movements, re- 
sulting from fthis action was an index 
of the state of doubt whether the wider 
speculative adjustment had culminated 
or only paused. There was no material 
change in the conditions which had 
rompted the movement. The large 
nfluence On the course of the market 
played by the crop situation in the 
northwest does not admit of doubt. The 
immediate relief to the most severe of 
the weather conditions therewas proven 
by the official terms of the weekly 
buletin of the weather bureau, which 
reported improvements, due to timely 
rains in the more southern portion of 
the spring wheat region. here was, 
however, the qualifying statement that 
rain in abundance is needed in nearly 
all parts of the district. 
There was much attention paid in 
the financial districts to the constant 
and current reports as to the amount 
of damage already done to spring 
wheat and the consequences to be ex- 
pected to railroad traffic and business 
activity in the sections affected. Offi- 
ecilals of the railroads admit the fact 
of the damage done by the drought, 
but pronounce the weports of its ex- 
aggerated for speculative effect. Crop 
reports, aside from the spring wheat 
damage, are favorable, as a whole, and 
especially for the corn and winter 
wheat belts. The effect was seen ina 
degree of positive strength of some of 
the corn grangets in the day’s stock 
market. 

Of the more obstruse causes of the 
break in the market there continued 
to be much confused conjecture. The 
force of events gave warrant to the 
suppositon that the adjournment of 
congress and the return to New York 
of J. P. Morgan had failed to bring 
out a demand for stocks which had 
been counted on by a party in the 


speculation. The paucity of the urgency | -— 


or the definition of the recent selling 
were beyond dispute facts. 

Representatives of opposition from 
the miscellaneous shippers to the 
agreement over the rates between the 
meat packers and the railroads were 
cited as calculated to invite renewed 
agitation against the proposed ad- 
vances in freight rates. The com- 
plaints of this agreement take _ the 
form of accusations of a community of 
interest by mutual ownership in the 
railroad companies and the centralized 
industries, whose assent is being 
sought to higher rates. A common 
profit at the expense of the smaller 
shippers is alleged as a ground for 
proceeding before the interstate com- 
merce commission to interfere with 
the proposed program. Rates for money 
showed little change, but the tone was 
somewhat firmer, in spite of the heavy 
liquidation that has been going on in 
the stock market. One of the surmises 
over the cause of weakness of stocks 
is that some long-standing speculative 
accounts have been forced out by ten- 
ders of money on collateral, who are 
desirous of keeping liquidated assess- 
ments for fall requirements. 

The day’s small net changes are due 
to the covering movement among the 
bears. and supporting orders, through 
which the early losses were retrieved. 
Gains were indicated in a few cases, 
although the early downward plunge 
established new low records for the 
year in some of the market leaders.

NATATORIUM 
TO BE CONSTRUCTED 


Will Be Located on Spring 
Street Near Carnegie 


Way. 


J. Woodson Rice, proprietor of the 
natatorium on Capitol square, has pur- 
chased a lot on Spring street, near Car- 
negie way, and will erect thereon what 
will probably be the handsomest nata- 
torium in the United States. The build- 
ing will be 50 by 150 feet, and accoréd- 
ing to the plans now being drawn, will 
cost in the neighborhood of $25,000. 

The lot which Mr. Rice has pur- 
chased is located on the west side of 
Spring street, a short distance north 
of Carnegie way. The lot measures 60 
by 200 feet. It was formerly owned 
by L. Z. Rosser, to whom Mr. Rice paid 
approximately $10,000 for it. 

The plans for the natatorium are al- 
ready being drawn by Architect John 
C. Battle, in the Grant building. The 
swimming pool will be one of the 
largest in the country, 30 by 105 feet. 
It will be lined with white porcelain 
tiles. In addition to the swimming 
pool, Turkish bath facilities will be in- 
stalled. The building will be steam- 
heated and electric-lighted.

PEACH CARS PRE-COOLED, 


Government rg moe Worked 
at Fort Valley. 

Fort Valley, Ga, June 28.—(Specital.) 
Nothing in years has created the in- 
terest among the peach growers in thig 
section of Georgia as did the demon- 
stration of the pre-cooling process by 
the United States government officials 
at the Hale Georgia orchards, 2 miles 
from this place, Monday afternoon. 
The demonstration was made in the 
Presence of officlals from the United 
States department of agriculture, the 
state college of agriculture and the 
State department of agriculture, traffic 
representatives of every railroad oper- 
ating in Georgia, officers of the Geor- 
gia Fruit Exchange, prominent grow- 
érs and representatives of several state 
papers. 

The demonstration was conducted by 
Professor A. V. Stubenrauch, of the 
bureau of plant industry of the United 
States department of agriculture, as- 
sisted by 8S. J. Dennis, B. B. Pratt. J. ¥F. 
Fernald and R. Fe Galloway. The goOvV- 
ernment has located at this place its 
experimental] pre-cooling car plant. It 
is in this car that the cold air is gen- 
erated. The pumps in the pre-cooling 
car were started and cold air was 
Pumped into the loaded car through 
the ice bunkers in one pipe while the 
warm air arising from the packed 
peaches was éxhausted through a seo- 
ond pipe. 

Among the representatives present, 
in addition to the government officials 
named, were Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture T. G. Hudson, Manager L. M. 
Fleming, of the Georgia Fruit Wye. 
change, State Entomologist E. lL. 
Worsham and Professor J. H. McHat- 
ton, of the state college of agricul- 
ture.

Americus, Ga., June 28.—(Special.)— 
Judge George Gober and H. C. Bagley, 
of Atlanta, are in Americus superin- 
tending the shipment of peaches from 
their immense orchard here, the largest 
in the world. Three hundred pickers 
and packers are employed at present 
and a hundred carloads of peaches re- 
main to be gathered. Two hundred 
and fifty thousand bearing peach trees 
constitute this immense orchard and 
the trees are weighed down with the 
most magnificent crop ever. produced.

‘Council Changes Front 


on the Proposition. 


At Special Meeting All That 

Was Done in Regard to Pop- 
ular Elections at the Regular 
Meeting Is Adversed---Votes 
Are Explained. 


Called in .special session by Mayor 
Maddox to consider an ordinance to 
amend an ordinance regulating the 
use of automobiles, the general coun- 
cil yesterday morning rescinded the 
resolution adopted on June. 20, elim- 
inating the city warden, the city elec- 
trician, the building inspector, the re- 
corder and the clerk of council from 
the proposed charter amendment, thus 
allowing all these officials to be elect- 
ed direct by the people. 

And when a repealing resolution, 
presented jointly by Councilman Winn 
and Alderman Pomeroy, opened the 
way, it became a free-for-all scram- 
ble among the members present to 
undo what they had helped to do a 
week ago. 

Repealing the eliminating resolu- 
tion and making every officer in the 
past elected by the general council 
subject to the vote of the people. 
every alderman and councilman went 
on record as opposed to the eliminat- 
ing measure and in favor of popular 
election. 

But there were aldermen and coun- 
cilmen who took occasion to explain 
their vote on the repealing resolution 
before casting it, and to affirm that 
personally they were still opposed to 
the election of some of the city hall 
officers by popular vote. 

Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The resolution by Councilman Winn 
and Alderman Pomeroy, mayor pro 
tem, repealing the eliminating resolu- 
tion adopted by the general council on 
June 20, last, follows: : 

By Councilman Winn and Alderman 
Pomeroy: 


Be it resolved by .the mayor and 
general council of the City of Atlanta, 
that the resolution adopted by this 
body on June 20, 1910, and approved 
by the mayor June 24, 1910, in elim- 
inating the city warden, the city elec- 
trician, the building inspector, record- 
er and clerk of council from the pro- 
visions of the resolution and proposed 
charter amendment relative to the 
election of these and other officials by 
the people, be, and the same is here- 
by, rescinded and repealed, and the 
city attorney is instructed to take 
such steps as may be necessary .to 
have the officials herein named in- 
cluded with the other officials in the 
charter amendment providing for their 
election by the people. 

“Be it further resolved by the au- 
thority aforesaid, that the city attor- 
ney be, and he is hereby, instructed 
to prepare an amendment to the char- 
ter of the City of Atlanta providing 
that the general council shall ave, 
general supervision of said officials, 
and by a majority vote of the entire 
council, may declare vacant the office 
of any of the officials of the city 
elected by the people for a failure to 
properly perform their duties, or for 
any other breach of duty on their 
part, al] to be in the discretion of 
the general council. 

‘Be it further resolved, that the 
charter be amended so as to provide 
that where an office has been declared 
vacant as aforesaid that thé city coun- 
ef! shall call an election to be held 
within 60 days to fill such vacancy. 
and in the meantime the council or 
the board having charge of such mat- 
ters shall temporarily fill said va- 
cancy. 

“Be it resolved further. that a copy 
of this resolution, in so far as it pro- 
vides for any amendment which has 
not already been communicated to the 
representatives in the legislature, be 
at once furnished the representative 
from this county and the senator in 
this district, and that they be request- 
ed to have all these provisions entered 
on the Charter of the City of Atlanta.”

James G. Woodward was the last 
speaker. 

“Ll believe that the people of Atlanta 
have been outraged,” he stated. He 
then said that had it not been for the 
mass meeting that council would have 
never reconsidered its action, and 
wound up Ris speech by declaring: 

“Let me tell you, if you get a broad- 
minded man in the.office of recorder, 
this city will not be leading the coun- 
try in criminality, and the police court 
will not be run solely for revenue.”

Death Came From Ate-|5 
tack of Indigestion. 


United States Senator S. D. Mc- 
Enery Passes Away in New 
Orleans After Hurried Trip 
From Washington --- Was 74 
Years of Age. 


New Orleans, June 28.—United States 
Senator Samuel Douglas McEnery died 
at his home here this morning shortly 
before 10 o’clock, 

Senator McEnery arrived from Wash- 
ington yesterday morning suffering 
from an attack of indigestion, He was 
placed in a carriage at the railroad sta- 
tion and taken to his home on St. Mary 
street, where physicians were hastily 
summoned. The senator rallied some- 
what after being treated, and showed 
marked improvement yesterday after- 
noon. Late last night his condition 
took a turn for the worse, and early 
this morning he lapsed into uncon- 
sciousness. 

Senator McEnery was in the seventy- 
fourth year of his age, and his health 
had not been good for several years. 

During his services as a senator, Mr. 
MeEnery was known as an independ- 
ent democrat, who voted frequently 
with the republicans. This was true 
particularly in tariff legislation. 
Throughout the last two revisions of 
the tariff he contended jealously for the 
protection of cane sugar interests, and 


was willing to make concessions to the, 


majority party in return for favors 
shown to him. 

The fact that Senator McEnery was 
afflicted with almost total deafness 
prevented him from taking an active 


part in debates. 
Sanders to Succeed. 

Baton Rouge, La., June 28.—Follow- 
ing the news of the death of United 
States Senator McEnery today, politi- 
cal leaders are gathering here tonight 
to discuss the situation. It is generally 
conceded that Governor Sanders will 
be elected if he announcés his can- 
didacy. 

The vacancy laving occurred while 
the legislature is in cession, it is in- 
cumbent upon the members of the as- 
sembly to fill it. This brought about 
the general understanding today that, 
following the adjournment which was 
taken out of respect to the memory of 
the late Senator McEnery, Governor 
Sanders’ name would be sent to the 
senate and that Lieutenant Governor 
Lambremont would become governor.

Washington, June 28.—Vice Presi- 
dent Sherman has named the follow- 
ing senators to attend the McEnery 
funeral:
